Police make arrest in 
hit-and-run case 


Police made an arrest Thursday 
following a hit and run incident that 
left a Crystal Beach man battered and 
bruised. 

Darren Masse, 18, of Niagara Falls 
is charged with failure to stop at the 
scene of an accident. 

The incident happened at around 
3:20 a.m. Thursday morning. Kenney 
Jessop, 43, was driving his e-bike 
southbound on Sodom Rd. crossing 
the bridge over the Queen Elizabeth 
Highway when he was struck from 
behind by a silver mini van. 

Jessop estimates he was thrown 30 
to 40 feet after being hit from 
behind. 

Police said the vehicle that hit him 
was travelling at a high rate of speed 


and left the scene without stopping. 

Jessop was wearing a helmet while 
riding the e-bike. It suffered consider¬ 
able damage. He said he is proof that a 
bike helmet can save your life and 
reminded parents to always make sure 
their children are wearing one. 

Niagara Regional Police spokesman 
Rich Gadreau said alcohol was not sus¬ 
pected to be involved in the accident. 

He said police found the suspect 
after receiving information the driver 
was trying to file an accident report, 
disguising it as an unrelated incident. 

The driver was not the registered 
owner of the car, Gadreau said. 

Masse was released from custody 
Thursday on a promise to appear for a 
court date in October.

Then I just heard some 
squealing and a bang.” 

Jessop estimates he was 
thrown 30 to 40 feet after 
being hit from behind, pos¬ 
sibly by a silver-coloured 
SUV or Mercedes. 

Jessop is a DJ and was 
returning home from work 
when the collision occurred. 

“The vehicle that hit me 
was out of control even 
before it hit me. It didn’t 
even slow down. Thank God 
I was on an older e-bike. It 
has a heavy-duty steel frame. 
The back frame of the bike 
went through his radiator. 
The front end of that vehicle 
will have heavy damage,” 
said Jessop, who hoped that 
if anyone saw the vehicle or 
if it was brought into a repair 
shop someone will call the 
police, before the driver was 
apprehended the next day. 

“He just took off and left 
me. I was in the middle of 
the road and I couldn’t move. 
I was able to lift my arm and 
wave at the next car coming 
off the ramp. They stopped 


and called 911.” 

Jessop was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to the Greater Niagara 
General Hospital for treat¬ 
ment of his injuries. 

He sustained numerous 
cuts and bruises to his legs, 
hips, shoulders, hands, arms 
and face. There’s no skin in 
certain areas of his body 
where it came into contact 
with the road. 

Jessop noted he is proof 
that a bike helmet can save 
your life. He reminds parents 
to always make sure their 
children are wearing one. It's 
money well spent, he adds. 

“My helmet saved my life,” 
Jessop said, holding it up to 
show that a large chunk was 
missing from the back where 
it was hit. "I can’t believe 
that someone just left me 
there to die. At the time all I 
was thinking about was my 
wife, my son, my mother and 
my friends. I thought I might 
have had a broken neck 
because I couldn’t move.” 

Jessop said he is grateful to 
all those who stopped to 
assist, the police, paramed¬ 
ics and everyone at the hos¬ 
pital.

Kenney Jessop can’t 
believe that someone would 
leave him in the middle of 
the road to die. 

The 43-year-old Crystal 
Beach man was driving his 
e-bike southbound on 
Sodom Rd. crossing the 
bridge over the Queen 
Elizabeth Highway when he 
was struck from behind by a 
newer model vehicle. 

The accident took place at 
about 3:20 a.m. last Thursday 
and Jessop was fortunate he 
wasn’t struck by a second 
vehicle that was also coming 
down the road.

“I was just riding down the 
road and it was a beautiful, 
clear night,” said Jessop while 
recovering at home Thursday 
afternoon.

No resentment 
between 
parents and 
faculty, says DSBN's 
human resources 
department 

With last year’s labour 
dispute behind them, the 
District School Board of 
Niagara is preparing for the 
return of its students. 

And Jim Morgan, the 
DSBN’s superintendent of 
human resources, said he’s 
confident there’s no linger¬ 
ing resentment among fac¬ 
ulty, parents or the stu¬ 
dents themselves who 
could not participate in 
extracurricular activities 
for much of the year. 

“I think everybody’s 
always excited at the begin¬ 
ning of the school year. 

“We have a good student 
body who our staff work 
hard with at school, 
through extracurricular 
activities, through regular 
classroom work, through 
individual support for stu¬ 
dents,” Morgan said. 

The province and 
Elementary Teacher’s 
Federation of Ontario set¬ 
tled the labour dispute in 
June, including a 2% wage 
hike for teachers and a paid 
incentive for teachers who 
use fewer than six full sick 
days in this school year. 

Morgan said last year's 
labour dispute was between 
the teachers unions and 
the provincial government 
— not the school board. 


“We have always had sta¬ 
ble relationships with the 
unions and we continue to 
have stable relationships,” 
he said. 

“Certainly last year, our 
staff showed tremendous 
resiliency and certainly a 
strong willingness to 
resume those activities 
once they were given direc¬ 
tion by their union.” 

Looking ahead to this 
school year, Morgan said 
he’s confident that stable 
relationship will continue. 

“As a board, I think DSBN 
is prepared to open all the 
schools Sept. 3. It’ll be the 
start of another year.” 

Most parents, too, have 
put the dispute behind 
them and are looking for¬ 
ward to a fresh start next 

Melissa Gomm, co-chair 
of the parent council at 
Quaker Rd. School in 
Welland, said the cancella¬ 
tion of extracurricular 
activities “might not have 
been great for someone 
with kids that really love 
the sports that were missed 
out on, but there was still 
effort by staff to be there 
for certain things that they 
didn’t have to be there for.” 

When classes resume 
next week, it “will be great 
for everything to be com¬ 
pletely back to normal. 

“Kids will get all the 
activities they’re used to 
and that sort of thing,” she 
added. 

Local ETFO representa¬ 
tives did not respond to 
requests for an interview 
for this story.

NRP looking for a few 
good men and women

Niagara Regional Police are seeing 
more and more applicants choosing 
policing as a second career, as the ser¬ 
vice fills gaps left by officers retiring. 

While younger students continue to 
apply to the service straight out of 
school, the NRP is seeing an increase 
in applicants from all walks of life. 

"We’re getting a lot of (applicants in 
their) 30s and 40s,” said Sgt. Sandy 
Staniforth of the NRP recruitment 

"Some have jumped into a career 
and decided it wasn’t for them, or 
some have lost their careers and have 
decided ‘Now is the time to get where 
I wanted initially.’” 

Women are also entering policing 
after putting careers on hold to raise 
families, she said. 

Recruitment by the NRP is a year- 
round process as the service continu¬ 
ally works to fill openings as the baby 
boom generation retires. 

“I know that potentially we have a 


high number of officers that could 
walk out the door at any time,” 
Staniforth said. “Until they walk out 
the door and put their papers in, we 
can’t hire to replace them." 

Finding qualified candidates can be 
tough, and the NRP doesn't always fill 
the spaces it has reserved at the 
Ontario Police College with new 
recruits. 

The NRP hired 17 applicants two 
weeks ago, bringing the number of 
new recruits to about 25 so far this 

Thirteen of those will go to police 
college in September and graduate by 
the end of November. The four other 
hires were from other police services 
and can hit the ground running. 

"Every service is hiring within their 
limits of what they can, but personally 
I think Niagara has got a lot to offer,” 
Staniforth said, adding the salary is 
competitive with every other service 
but cost of living is better in Niagara. 

Also, the region’s location is acces¬ 
sible to entertainment and travel.

The service recently hired some applicants 
in their 40s.

After receiving a $10,000 
grant from the Trillium 
Foundation of Ontario, the 
Beachcombers were able to 
complete upgrades to their 
woodworking shop.

He is also known 
for using acrylic paints and 
coloured ink to produce 
quality products on paper. 

Maracle carved a little 
mountain man with his 
knee up in buckskin, hold¬ 
ing a Kentucky rifle with his 
jackknife.

Ontario allows all police officers to carry tasers 


Police services across 
Ontario will now be allowed 
to arm all frontline officers 
with Tasers. 

Ontario’s Ministry of 
Safety and Correctional 
Services has announced it 
will ease restrictions that 
currendy allow only specific 
officers, such as supervisors 
and members of tactical 
units, to carry conductive 
energy weapons (CEWs). 


“The use of CEWs has 
proven to result in fewer sig¬ 
nificant injuries to the pub¬ 
lic and police officers than 
many other use of force 
options,” Minister Madeleine 
Meilleur said Tuesday at a 
press conference at the 
Coronor's office in Toronto. 

However, she stressed the 
decision has been in the 
works for a while and last 
month’s deadly police 


shooting of Sammy Yatim, 
18, on a TTC streetcar was 
not at all a factor in the deci- 

Tasers are a tool the 
Ministry has been examin¬ 
ing since the devices were 
first introduced in Ontario 
in 2002, Meilleur said. 

After careful review of 
research, discussion with 
policing partners and 
numerous recommenda¬ 


tions from Coroner's 
inquests, she said the 
Ministry had planned to 
reveal its decision in June 
but there was a delay. 

Police services, several of 
which had representatives 
on hand for the announce¬ 
ment, will have to fund the 
Tasers on their own and 
decide which officers should 
be armed with the devices. 

Toronto Police Deputy 


Chief Mike Federico said his 
service will look at arming 
some or all of its more than 
2,800 frontline officers, but 
it will likely be at least six 
months before anything 
happens. 

Among the changes to use 
of force policies, the prov¬ 
ince will require officers to 
receive 12 hours of training 
before they will be allowed 
to hit the streets armed with 


a Taser. That’s up from the 
current requirement of eight 

“That extra four hours of 
training will be all about 
good judgement,” Federico

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Medical marijuana grower says 
people have wrong information 


Port Colborne man 
addresses concerns 
about his legal 
grow-operation

Craig Ferguson hasn't applied to 
Health Canada for a 400,000 sq. ft. 
commercial marijuana grow opera¬ 
tion, and he doesn't know where 
people are getting their information. 

"It's wrong," said Ferguson, the 
owner of 462 Pinecrest Rd., the site 
of the former Muileboom 
Greenhouses, in Port Colborne. 

"I haven't even thought about it." 

He said everything he's doing on 
the property, near the end of the 
road in rural Port Colborne, is legal 
and there's nothing wrong with what 
he's doing. 

Ferguson is growing marijuana for 
medical use on the property, once 
owned by the Muileboom family, 
who grew tomatoes in the green¬ 
houses. 

"We are not a commercial opera¬ 
tion," he said in front of a packed 
council chamber, with many resi¬ 
dents from the immediate area on 

Resident Kerry Fallon spoke out 
against the current operation, and 
said people in the area of Pinecrest 
Rd., Vimy Rd., Firelanes 2 and 3, had 
concerns about what was going on. 

Fallon said since the property was 
purchased, installation of a chain 
link fence has been started, surveil¬ 
lance cameras put up and security 
guards are now on the property. 

"It's a fortress ... it's .5 kilometres 


from a boy scout camp, .7 kilometres 
from a public beach ...," he said. 

Fallon said the area is primarily 
residential and residents want infor¬ 
mation and facts about what is going 
on on the property. He suggested 
some sort of meeting between all 
parties. 

Gary Dingman, who lives across 
the street from the greenhouse, said 
his property is now for sale. He told 
council he's not risking equity in his 
home and that property values in the 
area will decrease because of the 
operation. 

Dingman said with Ferguson grow¬ 
ing, processing, packaging, selling, 
and shipping the marijuana, he con¬ 
siders the operation an industrial 
use rather than an agricultural use. 

"It doesn't conform to the neigh¬ 
bourhood." 

Fallon and Dingman believe the 
city could do more to halt any possi¬ 
ble expansion of the facility in the 

City planner Dan Aquilina said 
there are no applications before 
council in relation to the property on 
Pinecrest Rd. 

"There's no proposal for us to 

Aquilina told council that federal 
regulations concerning commercial 
marijuana grow operations don't 
come into effect until April 1, 2014. 
He believed there would be nothing 
the city could do in relation to the 
operations even then. 

Ward 4 Coun. Barb Butters won¬ 
dered if Ferguson would consider 
attending a meeting with area resi¬ 
dents and city staff, which he agreed 
to. Mayor Vance Badawey suggested 
Welland MP Malcolm Allen be 
involved since the commercial grow 
operations would fall under federal 
jurisdiction.

Caregivers deliberately 
inducing health problems 


for attention 


Study released about 
parents fabricating 
illnesses 

A new Canadian report warns 
doctors to be on the lookout for a 
relatively uncommon but still 
potentially deadly form of child 
abuse: Parents or caregivers who 
fabricate illnesses in children then 
create symptoms. 

"Pediatricians need to be suspi¬ 
cious when they see a child with a 
persistent or recurrent illness that 
can't be explained, especially where 
the signs or symptoms do not seem 


credible," wrote the report's co-au¬ 
thor, Dr. Harriet MacMillan, of 
Hamilton, Ont.'s McMaster 
University. 

In her paper, published in the 
September issue of the journal 
Pediatrics, MacMillan argues for a 
new name for the condition that 
has been known as Munchausen by 
proxy syndrome, when a caregiver 
deliberately induces health prob¬ 
lems in a child to get attention. 

Caregiver-fabricated illness in a 
child is probably more common 
than doctors realize, she says. Kids 
can be permanently injured or dis¬ 
abled, MacMillan says, and between 
6% and 9% of them die.

Protesters face new 
barriers at Marineland

Lawsuits and injunctions 
aren’t going to stop the 
return of a Labour Day tradi¬ 
tion in Niagara Falls - pro¬ 
testing at Marineland. 

Local animal activists plan 
to gather outside the park at 
noon Monday for a three- 
hour demonstration, the 
second since an injunction 
was handed down Aug. 9 
against Marineland Animal 
Defense co-founder Dylan 
Powell, forbidding him and 
other protesters from using 
megaphones, disrupting 
Marineland guests or using 
words such as "torture” or 
"animal abuse” on signs. 

Powell has said he could 
face "jail time or fines” if 
these orders are breached, 
and has spent the past few 
weeks stressing the impor¬ 
tance of complying with 

Compounding things, 
Marineland has leased two 
new sections of land from 
the city, including a public 
area in front of the entrance 
where several past protests 
were held. 

But it won’t stop M.A.D. 
from demonstrating, he 
insists. They'll just be more 
strategic. 

"We have our marshaling 
system to make people aware 
and have made making that 
(court) order, and obeying it, 

handed down,” he says. 
"Beyond that we have to have 
faith in people and hope that 
they understand the weight 
of the situation." 

Powell adds Niagara 
Regional Police will be on 
site and ready to enforce the 
injunction. To prepare,

Other activists will be tak¬ 
ing their concerns offsite. St. 
Catharines’ Mike Garrett, 
facing a $1.5 million lawsuit 
from Marineland for leaflet¬ 
ting patrons as they exited 
the park, intends to continue 
his campaign in "the busier 
tourist areas” this weekend. 

"We’ll continue our action 
of leaf letting and talking with 
the public,” he says. 

Garrett was also given a 
temporary injunction from 
Marineland he intends to 
fight. Until then, he won’t 
tempt fate by showing up at 
the park. 

“(It) has some extremely 
vague restrictions, so I don’t 
intend on going down there 
and possibly incurring an 
infraction.” 

After a heavy summer of 


protestslastyear, Marineland 
has fought back with six law¬ 
suits and the construction of 
a chain-link fence running 
the entire length of the park. 

It’s all part of an ongoing 
struggle, says Garrett. 

“The message continues 
to get out. This is a long bat¬ 
tle, it’s not going to be solved 
in one summer. The pres¬ 
sure on Marineland is at its 
most intense point in its 
entire 50-year history.” 

Powell points out that 
despite the injunction, 
Marineland did not get 
everything it wanted. The 
judge refused to grant the 
park’s request to keep pro¬ 
testers at least 500 feet 
away. 

Facing a $1.5-million law¬ 
suit of his own, Powell says 
Marineland’s recent actions 
will only “strengthen” his 
campaign. 

“I want to see this industry 
collapse and the animals on 
site removed to actual sites 
of care and out of the for- 
profit captive animal indus¬ 
try." 

Likewise, Garrett feels 
“empowered” by his lawsuit. 

“It’s going to give me a 
great opportunity to go to 
court, tell my side, and make 
sure our rights of public pro¬ 
test and free speech are 
upheld in this country."

DRUGS ANDi ALCOHOL 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, 
benzodiazepines and barbiturates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to 
active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol intake can also cause 
problems with certain medications because of the effect it has on the liver and specific drug 
metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams of 
acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage 
it can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of 
Gl bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase 
your INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with 
alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low blood 
pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of 
severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit 
alcohol to an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption 
because of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have 
been known to aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely 
to happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new 
prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician 
or pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while 
taking your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your 
medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.
